The House of Represcatatives shall con-
sist of twenty-six members, possessing
the same qualifications as” prescribed for
the members of the Council, and whose
term of service shall continue two years.
An apportionment shall be made, as near-
ly equoal as praciicable, among the several
connties, for the election of the Councii
an.| Representatives, giving to cach sec-
tion of the Territory representation in
the ratio of its population, Indians exeep-
ted, as nearly us may be.
